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♦Argentina : (Information as of 0445 EDT) The 

three -da^- old power struggle between factions of 
the Argentine army ended in victory for the rebel 
forces, according to an early morning press report. 
President Guido announced the resignation of his en- 
tire cabinet and the resignation and retirement of 
the military high command which had been opposed 
by the Campo de Mayo rebels, thus eliminating the 
chief cause of the struggle. 

An early morning cabinet meeting today reached 
a decision to stop the struggle. The President's com- 
munique ordered the troops back to their barracks 
and announced that "the military situation is normal."
